The Final rejection still stands. Applicants contend that the polyurethane in the inner layer of Vaillancourt is not a typical polyurethane 
and the hardness cannot be changed by changing thickness of the layer. However, as pointed out in the prior Office action, the 
polyurethane used in Vaillancourt is a polyester polyurethane containing glycol chains. While Applicants is correct in pointing out that the 
presently claimed invention is directed to the hardness of the polymers and not of the layers, it is hereby noted that the hardness of the 
polyurethane can be adjusted by adjusting different parameters, such as the amount of the glycol or other polyols. With respect to 
Applicants' arguments that Kitou teaches aliphatic isocyanate can be used but that aromatic isocyanate is preferred, nevertheless the use 
of aliphatic isocyanates is taught by Kitou. And the hardness of the polyurethane is 60D or higher, significantly overlapping the presently 
claimed range. Thus, Kitou is used to remedy Vaillancourt. 
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
